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A  DEKADRACHM  OF  SYRACUSE 


The  coins  of  Greek  Sicily  are  amongst  the  finest  in  the  Greek  series,  both  for  artistic 
design  and  in  execution.  Amongst  the  most  beautiful  without  a  doubt  are  the  issues  of 
the  city  of  Syracuse  with  its  essential  types  of  a  chariot  on  the  obverse  and  the  head  of  the 
local  nymph,  Arethusa,  on  the  reverse.  This  creates  an  immediate  problem  for  those 
unfamiliar  with  the  series  where,  by  tradition  almost  invariably  the  ‘head’  or  obverse  side 
of  a  coin  is  thought  to  be  that  which  bears  a  head  -  Syracuse  is  different. 

Syracuse  was  one  of  the  few  cities  in  the  Greek  world  that  produced  a  high 
denomination  large  coin  in  silver  -  the  dekadrachm  or  ten-drachm  piece.  The  first  was 
the  so-called  ‘Demareteion’,  which  the  older  numismatic  books  ascribe  to  a  date  of  479 
B  C.  to  coincide  with  the  historical  evidence  of  Queen  Demarete  who  pleaded  with  her 
husband  Gelon  for  a  settlement  more  favourable  to  the  Carthaginians  after  their  defeat 
at  the  battle  of  Himera  in  that  year.  The  late  Dr  Colin  Kraay  has  argued  persuasively  for 
a  later  date  of  around  466  B.C.,  and  which  is  now  generally  accepted.  The  ‘Demareteion’ 
was  to  have  a  great  influence  on  subsequent  issues  of  Syracuse  and  especially  those 
dekadrachms  produced  by  the  two  great  engravers,  Kimon  and  Euainetos.’  Both  these 
master  die  engravers  signed  their  work,  a  very  unusual  event  in  the  field  of  Greek 
coinage.  It  is  an  example  by  Euainetos  that  we  feature  as  our  Cover  Coin  this  month  (see 
List  no.  B9). 

The  dekadrachms  of  Euainetos  formed  quite  a  substantial  issue  for  a  coin  of  that  size, 
some  24  obverse  dies  are  known.  They  were  struck  about  395-380  B.C.  in  the  reign  of 
Dionysius  I.  The  obverse  type  shows  a  galloping  horse  quadriga  driven  left  with  the 
goddess  Nike  above,  flying  to  crown  the  successful  charioteer  (the  Syracusan  nobility 
was  noted  for  its  love  of  and  success  in  chariot  racing).  In  the  exergue  is  a  panoply  of 
arms  consisting  of  a  shield,  cuirass,  greaves  and  a  crested  helmet,  probably  prizes  as  the 
word  ATHLA  (‘prizes’)  appears  on  some  specimens.  The  reverse  carries  a  beautiful  head 
of  the  nymph  Arethusa  whose  fresh  water  spring  was  at  Syracuse.  It  can  still  be  seen 
today  at  the  city,  located  very  close  to  the  sea  shore  and  with  papyrus  growing  around  it. 
The  allusion  to  the  nearness  of  the  sea  to  the  spring  is  nicely  suggested  by  the  four 
dolphins  that  circle  Arethusa’s  head.  The  elaborate  hairstyle  of  the  nymph  and  her 
delicate  earrings  should  be  noticed  as  they  form  a  catalogue  of  changing  styles  on  the 
coin  types. 

Euainetos’  Arethusa  type  was  to  prove  to  be  a  popular  model  for  many  subsequent 
issues,  especially  the  Siculo-Punic  coinage  of  Sicily  and  of  a  number  of  other  cities  in  the 
fourth  century  B.C.  His  dekadrachm  is,  without  a  doubt,  one  of  the  most  attractive  ol 
the  Greek  coin  series  that  one  could  ever  hope  to  own.  P.A.C. 

CHRISTOPHER  EVELYN  BLUNT 
OBE,  FBA,  FSA,  FRNS 
1904-1987 

Dr  John  Kent  writes: 

Christopher  Blunt  died  on  20th  November.  He  was  a  life-long  devotee  of  numismatics. 
Already  as  a  schoolboy  at  Marlborough  College  his  interest  had  been  aroused  and  he 
became  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  in  1923  at  the  early  age  of  18.  Ten 
years  later  he  joined  the  British  Numismatic  Society  and,  as  its  Director,  soon  achieved 
an  important  role  in  revivifying  the  Society  and  its  Journal,  of  which  he  was  an  editor 
from  1935  to  1971.  During  his  early  years  his  research  was  concentrated  on  the  later 
medieval  English  coinage,  but  after  the  war  his  interests  turned  increasingly  to  the

Anglo-Saxons.  By  his  own  work,  and  by  the  enthusiasm  he  could  inspire  in  a  younger 
generation  of  scholars,  he  became  the  stimulus  for  unprecedented  advances  in  a  field  that 
had  become  somewhat  moribund.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  still  active  in  research, 
and  a  host  of  publications  bears  witness  to  his  valuable  contribution. 

Successful  in  his  busy  career  as  a  merchant  banker,  he  was  a  practical  man  no  less  than 
a  scholar.  He  was  the  driving  force  behind  the  Syl/oge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles  from 
the  time  of  its  foundation  in  1953,  and  exercised  an  important  and  beneficent  influence 
on  the  policies  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  of 
both  of  which  he  became  President  (respectively  in  1946-50,  and  1956  61). 

Though  a  specialist  of  distinction,  he  had  a  wide  general  knowledge  of  numismatics 
and  his  concern  for  the  advance  of  the  subject  as  a  whole  led  him  to  take  a  prominent 
part  after  the  war  in  the  formation  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies,  as 
whose  President  he  served  1968  70.  His  many  benefactions  to  the  British  Museum  and  to 
the  Devizes  Museum  epitomise  the  range  of  his  interests  and  his  public  spirited 
generosity.  He  was  active  in  the  Society  for  Medieval  Archaeology  and  in  his  county 
archaeological  society,  recognising  that  specialised  scholarship  without  a  context  can 
achieve  only  a  part  of  its  potential.  He  received  international  recognition,  being  awarded 
the  medals  of  the  Royal  and  the  British  Numismatic  Societies  and  the  Archer  Hunt¬ 
ington  Medal  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  He  was  also  an  Honorary  Member 
of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  and  of  the  International  Numismatic  Commission.  He 
had  in  truth  become  doyen  of  the  British  numismatic  scene  and  his  learning,  perceptive¬ 
ness  and  wise  counsels  will  be  much  missed. 

A  memorial  service  was  held  for  him  on  5th  January  at  St  James's  Church,  Piccadilly, 
which  was  attended  by  many  friends  and  colleagues  representing  his  many  spheres  of 
interest  and  research. 
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An  interview  with 

Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent,  FBA  FSA 

Keeper  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  the  British  Museum 

The  text  which  follows  is  based  on  notes  taken  at  an  interview  in  1986  between  the 
Keeper  and  Marcus  and  Susan  Phillips,  the  Editors  of  the  London  Numismatic  Club 
Newsletter,  who  are  extremely  grateful  to  Dr.  Kent  for  giving  up  a  whole  morning. 
Figures  relating  to  accessions  and  budget  have  been  omitted.  For  precise  figures, 
consult  the  latest  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  and  the  Museums  and 
Galleries  Commission. 

The  British  Museum’s  Department  of  Coins  &  Medals  houses  the  British  national 
collection  which  compares  with  other  great  collections  in  Paris,  Berlin,  Vienna, 
Madrid,  Budapest  and  Leningrad.  It  is  dynamic  and  exists  to  preserve  and  advance 
knowledge  of  our  cultural  heritage.  Of  the  twenty  or  so  staff,  half  are  academics,  the 
remainder  being  technicians  and  typists.  It  is  believed  that  conservation,  and  photo¬ 
graphic  staff  gain  wider  experiences  by  being  attached  in  turn  to  each  of  the  Museum's 
departments,  so  are  not  part  of  any  individual  Department. 

To  enable  the  collection  to  be  directly  consulted,  a  Students'  Room  opens,  by 
appointment,  10-12.30  each  weekday  (except  Wednesday),  2-4.30  pm  and  Saturday 
mornings.  Lunchtime  appointments  are  available  by  prior  arrangement.  The  late 
Charles  Peck  once  said  that  he  could  not  have  written  his  catalogue  English  Copper , 
Tin  and  Bronze  Coins,  1558-1958  had  the  Department  been  closed  during  the  lunch 
hour.  Nowadays,  however,  lunchtimes  and  Saturday  mornings  are  rarely  busy. 
Saturday  morning  visitors  arrived  in  smaller  numbers  when  major  coin  dealers  ceased 
their  Saturday  morning  opening  and  collectors  no  longer  needed  to  assess  their 
purchases. 

Dr.  Kent  believes  that  the  numbers  of  student  collectors  or  amateurs  with  serious 
academic  interests  and  major  collections  are  diminishing  owing  to  high  prices.  Basic 
classification  of  most  major  series  having  been  accomplished,  much  research  is  now 
carried  out  from  photographs  and  documents.  Formerly,  schoolmasters,  clergymen 
and  businessmen  (whether  collectors  or  not)  carried  out  research  in  their  spare  time, 
but  this,  too,  happens  less  frequently.  Unlike  some  museums,  the  British  Museum 
does  not  discourage  research  by  non-professionals.  If  such  work  does  not  require  the 
examination  of  actual  coins,  Departmental  staff  may  be  consulted  in  the  Interview 
Room,  and  the  Coins  &  Medals  Department  refuses  to  supply  casts  only  if  there  is 
reason  to  suspect  motives. 

The  Museum’s  Photographic  Service  has  a  studio  within  the  Department,  but  is  not 
part  of  it.  In  line  with  government  policy,  prices  of  prints  are  comparable  with 
commercial  rates.  Much  less  expensive,  though  of  variable  quality,  are  prints  taken 
from  the  Department’s  security  negatives.  Cast  prices  rise  with  increasing  size. 

The  collecting  policy  of  C&M  has  altered  since  John  Kent  joined  the  Museum  in 
November  1953.  Banknotes  and  badges  now  form  part  of  the  collection.  Badges  are 
considered  to  be  the  successors  to  the  popular  medalets  of  the  18th  century  -  the 
contemporary  descendents  of  Spence’s  tokens.  Each  accession  is  entered  into  a 
register  and  the  Trustees  notified.  Individual  curators  incorporate  the  pieces  after 
having  arranged  for  a  photographic  record.  The  Keeper  carefully  inspects  registers 
regularly  to  ensure  that  nothing  has  been  forgotten. 

The  Department’s  policy  on  coin-weights  varies  according  to  the  series.  Weights, 
especially,  raise  conservation  problems  because  of  their  lead  content.  In  the  past,  lead 
objects  have  sometimes  suffered  through  corrosion  by  the  urban  atmosphere  and,  lor 
this  reason,  all  curators  examine  their  lead  pieces  regularly  and  the  Conservation 
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Department  advises  on  their  care.  Good  mahogany  cabinets  are  recommended  and 
fabric  is  used  to  prevent  rubbing  when  trays  are  pulled  out.  Cloth  discs  are  sometimes 
placed  beneath  proofs  or  any  pieces  with  special  finishes.  Coins  &  Medals  is  one  of  the 
few  departments  in  the  Museum  to  acquire  modern  material.  The  Trustees  allocate 
special  grants  to  this  end,  and  separately  for  the  purchase  of  medals. 

In  comparison  with  the  National  Gallery's  annual  purchase  grant,  that  given  to  the 
British  Museum  is  quite  small  —  and  the  Department  of  Coins  &  Medals  is  only  one  of 
nine  collecting  departments.  Purchases  over  a  certain  limit  (which  includes  VAT  and 
premiums)  have  to  be  referred  to  the  Director,  who  retains  control  over  a  central  fund. 
The  Trustees  themselves  must  approve  major  purchases.  Few  items  are  purchased  at 
auctions.  When  they  are,  dealers  are  commissioned  to  act  on  the  Department's  behalf 
as  an  open  bid  might  artificially  raise  the  value  of  an  item.  Great  importance  is 
attached  to  maintaining  good  relations  with  the  numismatic  trade.  Occasionally,  the 
work  of  a  Curator  who  has  studied  and  written  up  a  particular  hoard  might  be  used  as 
the  basis  for  a  sale  catalogue. 

In  the  past,  duplicate  coins  were  sometimes  auctioned.  Nowadays,  however,  they 
may  not  be  sold  but  may  be  exchanged.  Die-duplication  is  not  the  only  consideration; 
coins  which  at  first  glance  appear  to  be  duplicates  may  differ  in  weight  standard.  New 
techniques  in  non-destructive  analysis  have  led  to  greater  care  in  the  use  of  the  word 
'duplicate'.  Weight  and  metal  content  are  generally  known  for  modern  coins  so  these, 
therefore,  are  easier  to  exchange. 

Although  the  Trustees  welcome  bequests  they  do  not  accept  them  when  excessive 
conditions  are  attached.  Nowadays,  a  collection  often  forms  the  major  part  of  an 
estate  and  is,  therefore,  less  likely  to  be  given  as  a  bequest,  but  occasionally,  the  Inland 
Revenue  has  allowed  the  Museum  to  purchase  at  a  reduced  price. 

Questions  on  Treasure  d  rove  policy  and  the  use  of  metal  detectors  (always  a  thorny 
topic)  were  highlighted  recently  by  the  Wanborough  case.  The  procedure  at  the  Crown 
Court,  with  its  rigorous  rules  of  evidence  and  proof,  is  ill-suited  to  Treasure  d  rove 
inquiries,  since  likelihood  rather  than  certainty  is  generally  the  case  here.  In  the 
Keeper's  opinion,  the  inquisitorial  process  of  the  Coroner's  Court  is  much  better 
suited  to  establishing  probabilities.  In  the  Middle  Ages,  when  Treasure  d  rove  law 
developed,  English  coinage  was  of  gold  or  silver  only,  This  resulted  in  the  law  of 
Treasure  Trove  relating  only  to  those  precious  metals.  In  Scotland,  where  currency 
early  became  debased,  this  restriction  did  not  operate.  However,  John  Kent  believes 
that  the  removal  of  the  restriction  and  a  widening  of  the  law  to  cover  all  circumstances 
of  discovery  would  create  administrative  problems,  unless  additional  staff  and 
resources  for  the  Department  were  made  available. 

Discussion  of  Treasure  d  rove  led  on  to  the  subject  of  metal  detecting.  Following  the 
wholesale  clearance  of  sites  by  the  use  of  metal  detectors,  the  discovery  of  a  hoard  w  ill 
eventually,  said  the  Keeper,  become  a  rare  event.  He  compared  it  with  the  digging  up 
ot  barrows  in  the  18th  century  -  sometimes  as  many  as  thirty  a  week  -  w  hich  makes  the 
discovery  of  intact  barrows  today  extremely  rare.  The  archaeological  context  of  a  coin 
hoard  find  is  lost  once  it  is  casually  removed.  John  Kent  believes  that,  in  fifty  years' 
time,  although  there  will  be  great  advances  in  metal  analysis  techniques,  there  may 
well  be  no  new  hoards  to  analyse.  Even  the  removing  of  stray  losses  of  modern  coins 
from  beaches  means  a  loss  to  scholarship.  Prices,  too,  have  been  affected  bv  metal 
detecting.  The  volume  of  material  being  discovered  means  that  once-rare  coins  are 
now  relatively  common  and  this  has  depressed  prices. 

The  recent  exhibition  ‘Money:  from  cowrie  shells  to  credit  cards'  attracted  approxi¬ 
mately  8,000  visitors  per  week,  Sunday  afternoons  being  the  peak  times.  The  Keeper 
pointed  out  the  importance  of  correct  illumination.  For  coins,  generally,  the  light  must 
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be  bright  -  spotlights  were  used  recently  to  illuminate  the  plaster  casts  of  Ronald 
Searle’s  medals,  white  on  a  black  background.  On  the  other  hand,  bank-notes  need  a 
reduced  light  to  prevent  fading  and  buckling.  Small  exhibitions  on  a  variety  of  themes 
are  on  view  in  the  C&M  foyer,  changes  being  made  three  or  four  times  a  year. 

The  Keeper  expects  the  British  Library’s  move  to  St.  Pancras  to  create  difficulties 
for  both  his  staff  and  for  BL  ‘readers’  wishing  to  consult  books  in  the  Department,  and 
it  is  now  the  policy  to  try  to  acquire  major  numismatic  works  at  present  only  to  be 
found  in  the  British  Library. 

Future  publications  from  the  Department  will  include  the  second  volume  of  the 
Catalogue  of  French  Medals  and  a  second  volume,  based  on  an  up-dated  edition  of  the 
late  Derek  Allen’s  catalogue  of  Celtic  coins  [see  SCMB  November  1987,  for  a  review 
of  the  first  volume].  Short  Cross  pennies  and  the  Roman  provincial  series  will  soon  be 
covered  -  the  first  volume  of  the  latter  concerning  the  Julio-Claudians  and  the  second 
the  Flavians. 

John  Kent  is  especially  proud  of  the  illustration  quality  in  the  recently  published 
Anglo-Saxon  Sylloge.  Good  reproduction  is  often  difficult  to  achieve  and  cleaning  of 
coins  before  photography  is  inadmissible  as  patination  often  gives  a  clue  to  a  coin’s 
provenance.  If  print-size  were  doubled,  die-comparison  would  become  difficult. 
Students  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  they  may  write  to  the  Department  for  a 
photograph  if  a  clearer  illustration  is  needed. 

As  our  readers  can  see,  the  Department  of  Coins  &  Medals  in  the  British  Museum  is 
very  much  alive  and  aware  of  coins  in  their  context,  their  interest  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment’s  own  position  in  serving  that  interest  and  pursuing  scholarship,  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad.  Members  of  staff  are  active  participants  in  and  often  officers  of 
our  national  numismatic  and  other  learned  societies,  as  well  as  representing  Britain  on 
international  bodies.  The  1986  International  Numismatic  Congress,  largely  organised 
in  the  Department,  gave  visible  expression  to  the  standing  of  the  U.K.  and  of  its 
national  collection  in  the  numismatic  world.

GLASS  OF  THE  CAESARS 
at  the  British  Museum 

PETER  A.  CLAYTON 

This  exhibition  of  glass  from  the  Roman  Imperial  Age  (late  1st  century  BC  to  mid-6th 
century  AD)  is  the  first  ever  major  international  event  devoted  to  Roman  glass.  Already 
described  in  the  United  States  where  it  has  been  showing  at  the  Corning  Museum  as  ‘the 
art  show  of  this  half-century’,  the  exhibition  combines  no  less  than  fifty  of  the  best 
Roman  glasses  from  each  of  three  leading  collections,  those  of  the  British  Museum,  the 
Corning  Museum  of  Glass  and  the  Romisch-Germanisches  Museum  in  Cologne.  The 
Italian  Museum  authorities  have  also  lent  outstanding  glasses  which  have  never 
previously  been  seen  outside  Italy. 

The  Romans  were  the  most  accomplished  glass-makers  of  the  ancient  world.  Although 
they  had  inherited  a  tradition  of  luxury  glass-making  from  the  east  Mediterranean,  they 
transformed  the  art  from  about  50  B.C.  by  the  discovery  that  glass  could  be  blown.  This 
enormous  advance  meant  that  for  the  first  time  glass  could  be  produced  quickly  and 
cheaply.  Even  so  the  Romans  did  not  confine  themselves  to  making  glass  for  everyday 
purposes  -  decorated  luxury  glasses  for  wealthy  patrons  were  produced  by  artist— 
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craftsmen  to  a  standard  which,  after  the  collapse  of  the  Roman  Empire,  was  not  to  he 
equalled  for  over  1000  years. 

Of  especial  interest  to  numismatists  are  the  portraits  that  occur  in  glass  of  members  of 
the  Imperial  family.  There  is  a  superb  miniature  three-dimensional  portrait  of  Augustus 
only  4.9  cm  high.  It  is  the  very  epitome  of  the  idealised  princeps  and  views  of  it  from 
different  angles  make  a  striking  colour  illustration  on  the  cover  of  the  exhibition 
catalogue.  A  cast  blue  glass  medallion  found  at  Colchester  is  very  coin-like.  It  shows  a 
facing  portrait  of  Germanicus,  the  son  of  Tiberius,  with  three  of  his  children,  including 
the  future  emperor  Gaius  (better  known  by  his  nickname  as  Caligula  ‘Tattle  Boots"). 
This  piece  is  only  3.7  cm.  in  diameter  and  was  found  mounted  onto  a  thin  bronze  plate 
(overall  5.5  cm  ).  These  medallions  were  probably  issued  in  sets  of  nine  as  phalerae, 
parade  decorations,  to  ‘other  ranks'  in  the  Roman  army.  Other  surviving  examples  of 
phalerae  are  usually  of  silver  or  silvered  bronze. 

Particularly  notable  in  the  exhibition  arc  the  cameo-glasses  and  cage-cups.  The  early 
Imperial  cameo-glasses  were  inspired  by  the  tradition  of  relief-cutting  banded  semi¬ 
precious  stones.  The  Portland  Vase,  one  of  the  British  Museum's  most  famous  treasures, 
will  be  seen  for  the  first  and  only  time  side  by  side  with  the  beautiful  Blue  Vase  from 
Pompeii,  the  sole  comparable  surviving  cameo-vessel.  The  cage-cups  arc  cups  and  bowls 
enclosed  in  an  open-work  net,  cut  with  fantastic  intricacy  from  a  single  piece  of  glass. 
These  include  not  only  the  supreme  Lycurgus  Cup  but  also  the  magnificent  Cologne  and 
Trivulzio  cage-cups.  In  addition  the  exhibition  shows  many  of  the  best  examples  of  the 
Roman  glass-makers'  art  in  an  astonishing  variety  of  forms.  Whether  made  bv  casting  or 
blowing,  a  wide  range  of  techniques  was  employed  in  their  decoration,  such  as  trailing, 
cutting,  engraving  or  gilding,  f  ragile,  almost  miraculous  survivors  from  antiquity,  they 
all  bear  testimony  to  the  skill  and  inventiveness  of  their  creators. 

A  lavishly  illustrated  book.  Glass  of  tlw  Caesars .  by  Donald  B.  Harden  and  others,  is 
available  from  the  Museum  bookshops  during  the  exhibition,  price  £19.50  (£25  from 
other  bookshops).  It  has  329  pp..  with  all  161  exhibited  pieces  illustrated  in  colour,  often 
with  several  different  views,  and  many  of  them  in  detailed  line  drawings  as  well.  The 
book  is  a  splendid  production  and  marvellous  record  of  a  fantastic  exhibition.  At  the 
Museum  shop  price  it  is  an  absolute  bargain  and  will  be  one  of  the  standard  references. 
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The  exhibition  has  been  sponsored  by  Olivetti,  designed  by  Alan  Irvine,  and 
incorporates  many  advanced  features  particularly  in  the  design  of  the  showcases  which 
use  the  latest  developments  in  glass  technology,  including  non-reflective  glass.  The 
showcase  lighting  system  has  been  specially  developed  for  the  exhibits. 

The  exhibition  will  be  at  the  British  Museum  until  6  March  1988.  Admission  is  £1.50 
(concessionary  admission  50p). 

TOKEN  CONGRESS  1987 


The  sixth  Annual  Token  Congress  took  place  at  the  Post  House  Hotel,  Cardiff,  over  the 
weekend  of  31st  October-1  st  November.  Despite  the  damp  and  blustery  weather 
conditions,  all  63  of  those  who  had  booked,  arrived  from  not  only  the  U.K.  but  also  from 
the  U.S.A.,  Europe  and  the  Near  East.  Twenty-eight  took  advantage  of  the  special  pre- 
Congress  Friday  night  price  to  arrive  early,  settle  in,  and  enjoy  some  extra  numismatic 
socialising.  A  very  good  package  had  been  assembled  by  the  Organising  Committee 
comprising  Barry  Greenaway,  Alan  and  Noel  Cox,  and  Yolanda  Courtney  (nee 
Stanton),  in  keeping  with  the  high  standard  which  has  come  to  be  expected  of  these 
Congresses.  Chairman  B.  Greenaway  executed  a  smooth  balance  of  enthusiasm,  good 
humour  and  polished  expertise  in  conducting  the  proceedings.  The  programme  com¬ 
menced  with  Neil  Todd  and  Robert  Thompson  paying  moving  and  fitting  tributes  to  the 
late  Roy  Hawkins.  David  Rogers’s  in-depth,  concisely  constructed,  and  incisively 
delivered  comparative  study  of  British  Jettons  and  Tokens  1270-1350  and  1550-1616 
asked  many  questions,  but  was  thought-provoking  and  well  received.  Graham  Dyer’s 
talk  on  the  Bank  of  England  Silver  Tokens  1811-16,  a  somewhat  Cinderella  area,  was 
given  with  his  usual  perspicacity.  Other  papers  included  talks  on:  Polish  Hop  Tokens  by 
Robert  Thompson;  Masonic  Mark  Tokens  by  Ralph  Wheeler;  Love  Tokens  and 
Engraved  Coins  by  B.  Greenaway;  The  Development  of  Copper  Token  Currency  by 
Edward  Besly;  Brewery  Checks  by  Andrew  Cunningham;  befittingly  two  papers  on 
Welsh  tokens,  by  N.  Todd  and  Noel  Cox;  ‘Six  Books’  by  Robert  Bell  gave  us  details  of 
the  recent  completion  of  his  hexology;  and  The  Unusual  Inn  Tokens  of  Bath  by  John 
Whitmore. 

Adding  in  the  usual  Reports  and  Discussion,  members  received  sixteen  assorted  items 
by  thirteen  speakers,  the  programme  exceeded  past  schedule  to  cover  some  ten  hours 
over  the  weekend.  The  usual  Saturday  evening  Bourse  was  well  supported,  though  not  so 
hectic  as  in  previous  years.  Our  thanks  must  go  to  the  Organising  Committee  tor 
providing  an  excellent  venue,  accommodation  and  fare,  and  a  superb  programme,  but 
such  nonetheless  helped  by  those  who  attended,  supported  and  took  part  in  this  Token 
Congress.  The  weather  did  not  really  matter,  after  all!  Anthony  J.  Gilbert
